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The proposed 35% increase in rates, by Boston Edison, 
has been suspended. Protests against the proposed in- 
crease, by half a dozen municipalities, has paid off. 

Included in the towns which protested were Reading. 
(the Reading Municipal Light) from which Wilmington 
gets its light and power. 

The Reading Municipal Light had registered a protest 
when the proposed increase was first registered. The 
effective date of the increase was to be August 2nd. 

Protests were also filed with Senators Kennedy and 
Brooke, and several of the Massachusetts Congressmen. 
asking them to intervene with the Federal Power Com- 
mission. Wilmington's George Hooper of the Light Study 
Committee was among those who so protested. The sus- 
pension granted by the Federal Power Commission is 
until January 1, 1973. 

The FPC in its report stated that petitions to reject. and 
motions to intervene had been filed by both the Reading 
and Wakefield Light Departments. and by the towns of 
Norwood. Concord and Wellesley. and by the New England 
Power Company and Boston Gas. 

In its findings the Federal Power Commission noted that 
‘the proposed increased rates and changes have not been 
shown to be justified. and may be unjust, unreasonable. 
unduly discriminatory. or preferential. or otherwise 
unlawful’ 


It determined that a hearing 
would be necessary and proper. 
for the public interest. and it set 
up a time schedule for such a 
hearing. 

The suspension carries up to 
January 1 of next vear On or 
before January 3 the FPC staff 
is to serve its prepared testimony 
and exhibits All prepared tes- 
timony of the intervenors (Read- 


ing Light. Wakefield Light. etc.) 
is due to be served on or before 
January 17th, Rebuttal by Boston 
Edison is due on or before Jan- 
uary 31 

A pre-hearing conference is 
scheduled for February 7. at 
which the rate structure and tes- 
timony of Edison will be admitted 
for the record. It will be subject 
to appropriate motions by both 


parties, and other evidence by 
the parties will be admitted 

Cross examination by the par- 
ties is scheduled for Feb. 13. 


‘Exhorbitant Rates’ 

Clayton Downs. Manager of the 
Reading Municipal Light Depart- 
ment, told the Town Crier that 
“Boston Edison is charging us 
at exhorbitant rates.” ‘It is also 
doing all that it can, to prevent 
us from buying power at a lower 
cost. Boston Ediston has con- 
sistently opposed bills filed in 
the state legislature. which would 
have enabled us to obtain lower 
cost power.” 

For more than 20 years. Downs 
pointed out. the Municipal Light 
Departments of Massachusetts 
have been filing bills in the leg- 
islature which would permit two 
or more plants to generate power 
jointly. 

These bills. Downs said. “have 
been consistently defeated by the 
powerful lobbying of the major 
power companies’ 

In recent years, he said. the 
Federal Power Commission has 
requested the private power com- 
panies to allow the municipal 
plants to participate in the meet- 
ings and planning of NEPOOL. 
the pooling of power project. 
In order for the municipal plants 
to participate additional legisla- 
tion is required. When those 
bills are filed, Downs told the 
Town Crier, they are consis- 
tently defeated. 


The Town Crier of Wilmington expanded, 
this week, and became the Town Crier, Tewks- 
bury - Wilmington. 

As nearly everyone knows, the two towns 
have a common boundary, and have had one 


while the people of Wilmington have had fair 
newspaper coverage, from the Town Crier, 
Tewksbury, with about 6,000 families, has had 
practically no weekly coverage. The Town 
Crier will attempt to fill the deficit with news- 
worthy and timely articles.

Tewksbury plagued 
by False Alarms 


Tewksbury Fire Chief William 
A. Chandler today warned of pos- 
sible tragedies that could occur 
because of a rash of false alarms 
in recent weeks. 

Chandler said dozens of fire- 
fighters are injured or killed 
every vear in answering false 
alarms in Massachusetts alone. 

We can count ourselves lucky 
our town hasn't had such a tra- 
gedy vet.” he said 

The chief warned against the 
possibility that fire apparatus 
might someday answer a false 
alarm on one end of town and be 


unavailable if a major fire broke 
out in another area 

“The kids don't think of these 
things when they pull an alarm.” 
he said. “All they know is that 
it is a boring summer day and 
they would like to see something 
happen 

Chandler noted the state has 
stiff penalties prescribed for 
anvone calling a false alarm. and 
said he hoped false alarms would 
stop coming in before someone 
responsible for them finds him- 
self in serious legal trouble

Streets already inspected in the 
north section include Overlook 
Drive. Leighton Lane. Wilton 
Drive. Bonnie Lane. Heather 
Row.

During these inspections. he 
said. his appraisers will go 
through homes and buildings 
listing their physical makeup. 
condition, age and renovation 
Other work used in determining 
valuations includes talks with 
lumber dealers. contractors and 
others to determine land. mate- 
rial. construction and replace- 
ment costs. 

Land values are established 
based on zoning. locality and 
desirability of neighborhoods. 
he said. “Schedules are set up 
for land values and replacement 
costs 


Magane said once that is done 
office workers correlate the in 
formation. This ends in estab- 
lishment of cards listing values 
for each piece of property 

Senior appraisers then visit all 
homes. businesses and pieces of 
Property again. though only view- 
ing the property from outside 
Thev varify or alter the cards 
for each piece of property 

‘The cards are then brought 
back to the office and checked 
‘once more to insure no mathe- 
matical mistakes have been 
made.” said Magane 

“Taxpayers who disagree with 
our findings can then contact the 
Assessor's office in Town Hall 
and we will meet with them to 
discuss their objections.” he 
said. 

Magane stressed. however. his 
firm was contracted to determine 
the just value of property only 
and hardship cases do not fall 
under its jurisdiction 

Once a taxpaver has received a 
tax bill. Magane explained. he 
can appeal to the Board of As: 
sessors and file for an abatement 
He also can appeal to the state 
Appelate Tax Board in Boston or 
the County Commissioners 

Although many town residents 
might be nervous about how re- 
valuation will touch their wallet 
Magane reminded them. “Once 
it is completed. people will be 
paying their fair share of the 
town costs, no more. no less.
